of the fire headod by Thomas Johnson, 
u hen an explosion of gas occurred oy 
which they were killed instantly. 
Th * 
bodies of the victims save one, were re­ 
covered by a rescue party in which was 
John Johnston, assistant manager of 
tho Dominion Cool company, and a 
brother of one of the dead. 
After con­ 
siderable difficulty the position of the 
lire was located aud a body of volun­ 
teers attacked the flames with water. 
I his work was carried on vigorously 
for several hours, when it was found 
that the extent of the fire and difficul­ 
ties in fighting it rendered efforts ust 
less.

Crop Reports Effect the Condition of 
Trad#*, 
New York, June 17.—Bradstreet to- 
ftoy says; W eather and crop conditions j 
figure to a greater extent than usual I 
this week, not only in the domain of 
actual distribution, but in their effect I 
on values of staples, particularly agri­ 
cultural products, a majority of which 
are higher. 
Noteworthy in this respect i 
is wheat, which has advanced on gov­ 
ernment and other reports, pointing, 
according to some, to 550,000,000 bush­ 
els and by others estimated as low as 
500,000,000 bushels. 
Th© possibility is also presented of 
spring wheat, for the first time on rec­ 
ord equalling, if not exceeding in yield, 
that of the winter sown grain, owing 
to the severe weather last winter and 
insect damage to the latter crop since 
then. 
Particularly helpful, however, in ad­ 
vancing prices have been the reports of 
widespread damage to the Russian crop, | 
loss glowing spring wheat reports from J 
tho northwest and tentative estimates 1 
of the world’s crops pointing to 250,- 
WO.OOO to 350,000,000 bushels smaller 
yield than in 1898. 
Oats and other small cereals have 
sympathized with wheat, particularly 
as acreage aud condition figures point 
likewise to diminished yields. 
Hog 
products have shared the strength of 
cereals. 
Advices as to distributive trade are in 
the main very favorable. 
Hot weather I 
has stimulated retail business and or- ■ 
tiers for fall delivery are reported in 
larger volume and earlier than for years j 
past, 
At some centers less than the 
usual effect is looked for from season­ 
able midsummer influences. 
This is, 
however, best illustrated in the iron aud 
steel trade, which displays unexampled 
activity as regards summer production 
and consnmotion, limited only bv the 
obtaining of supplies.

Three Thousand .Students Are Now on 
I heir \\ ay as Prisoner#. 
vienna, June IT.—According to ad­ 
vices from St. Petersburg, there are at 
this moment, wheu the czar is talking 
about abolishing exiles to Siberia, no 
less than 3,000 students from the vari­ 
ous universities in European Russia now 
on their way to the furthest confines of 
Siberia, banished by the minister of the 
interior, by the procurator of the holy 
synod and by the various police chiefs 
of the big cities and provinces, without 
any form of trial or hearing. 
At the 
present moment, in spite of all reports 
to the contrary, tho universities aud in­ 
stitutions for higher education in Ru#. 
sia are closed aud more than 80,Coo 
students have thereby 
been turned 
adrift upon tho streets without means 
of continuing their studies. 
The origin of the trouble was in cer­ 
tain offensive and harsh rules intro­ 
duced last January by the unpopular 
minister of education, and against which 
the students protested. 
The protests 
were treated as indicating revolution­ 
ary sentiments, and were punished by 
increased severely aud the ultimate 
closing of the universities and exile of 
thousands of the students. 
(Jount de White and General Vannob- 
sky, president of the commission of in­ 
quiry appointed by the czar to investi­ 
gate the entire affair, are endeavoring 
to induce the emperor to issue some act 
of grace to the students, but so far their 
effort* have been in vain.
